Playing catch-up 
through tax increases

the cache of living in Everyone 
knows we need to pay them, 
no one wants to do it, and 
politicians always tell you they 
are going to protect your pocket 


But the uncomfortable reality 
of the world we live in is that 
prices for just about everything 
keeps climbing, public salaries 
go up, private sector wages 
don't, and generally speaking 
your average citizen never sees 
much in the way of tax relief, no 
matter what political promises 


whopping 13 per cent. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake is too 
polite a community for it, but in 
some municipalities that kind 
of increase would send people 
into the streets to protest. 

According to Coun. Betty 
Disero, the problem has been a 
long time in the making. 

She said the town has been 
trying to "artificially subsidize 
the tax bill" by, in effect, 
robbing Peter to pay Paul. 

On Wednesday, Disero told 
me that salaries for town staff 
are negotiated and climb every 
year but budgets have been 
deliberately designed not to 
keep pace with those increases 
to keep property taxes down. 


the real stakes to the heart are 
salaries and infrastructure. 

They both eat up a giant portion 
of municipal budgets, grow like 
clockwork and reducing those 
expenses is tricky business. 

And if politicians don’tmanage 
the issue intelligently—by, 
say, always deferring costs and 
reducing taxes irresponsibility to 
appeal to voters in the short term 
—they can end up with a very 
costly problem on their hands. 

lust ask Niagara-on-the- 
Lake town council. 


salaries that grow, for example, 
by 2.5 per cent and your budget 
increases by only 1.5 per cent, 
you can end up with a real 
problem,” she said. “Then you 
end up taking money from 
someplace else in order to pay 
for the salaries." 

Now, costs doing the town’s 
business and salaries for staff 
have reached a point where the 
town cannot play the budget 
shell game anymore, Disero said. 

In other words, the bills 
always come due. 


governments, the town council 
is currently navigating the 
thankless task of setting the 
next year’s budget And it has 
essentially been backed into an 
uncomfortable comer. 

Draft budget proposals 
include a property tax 
increase from six per cent to a 


negotiated, isn't really an 
option. You can slash staff, 
but Disero said doing that can 
negatively impact municipal 

Efficiencies can be found, 
no doubt, but that always has 
limits. Most residents will still 
complain if their services are 


impacted even if they did save 
some money on their tax bill. 

And if politicians are allergic to 
anything it is public complaints. 

Certainly, our local 
governments and staff need 
to take the public's ability to 
pay in mind when negotiating 
contracts and setting budgets. 

But they also have to be 
responsible about cutbacks. 
Deferring costs, taking a 
slash-and-bum approach to 
programs and services, and 
not considering what impact 
decisions this year might have 
several years down the road only 
serves the immediate re-election 
desires of politicians. 

I mention all ofthis because 
Niagara’s regional council is 
in the midst of its own budget 
process. Last year, it achieved a 
zero per cent budget increase 
— and by “achieved" I mean 
council got damn lucky because 
some departments dipped 
into their reserve funds and the 
province covered some costs. 

But that didn't stop some 
councillors from behaving as 
though they just reinvented 
the wheel. 

This year; perhaps realizing 
they won’t get that lucky twice, 
they want no more than a one 
per cent budget increase. 

Hopefully, they won’t make 
the same mistake Niagara-on- 
the-Lake did for the sake of 
political expediency and take 
a longer view of the financial 
health ofthis region.
